A LATE STATE CONVENTION.

The Republican state central' com-

mittee meets at Topeka today for the
purpose of fixing the time and place
for "the state convention. There are
three candidates for the honor of the
holding Hutchinson, Abilene and To-

peka. The committee otherwise has a
grave responsibility resting upon Its
hands in the matter of the time. In
our judgment the question should be
decided without reference to the
chances or demands of candidates. The
Republican "party of Kansas is not a
unit today, nor can any candidate or
any convention make it so,

If it becomes a unit it will be through
the voluntary action of its individual
membership. And this will only be
possible after the lap:e of some time.
The political events and declarations
of next month may be followed by a
swift and solid lining up of all the Re-

publican forces, but a convention called
and convened within the next month
would proceed to row, and probably to
split, for until the free trade doctrine
of the Democrats are set out, and the
vagaries of the Pops affirmed, it would

be impossible to prevent the silver is-

sue from being sprung in the state con-

vention. There are questions which
will settle themselves if given a reason-

able time, but which if pressed now

will lo&e the state to the Republican
party. With either of the last four
national Republican platforms on the
money question and Kansas would be
found a unit with either an early or a
late convention. But on the money

question the party, in national conven-

tion, has taken a new, and to the west,
an unexpected departure, and it is not
reasonable to calculate that satisfac-
tory adjustments will take place Imme-

diately. Back, upon at least one tra-

ditional plank, we cannot ue pointiug
with pride, for the simple reason that
a new departure fills its traditional
space. Only the last national plat-
form, the one previous to that of St
Louis, said that "the American people
from tradition and interest favor bi-

metallism." It seems that they do
nothing of the kind, and the average
Kansas fellow will want a little time
in which to realize that the American
people do not favor bimetallism, either
from tradition or interest. So the con-

vention might better come late. Be-

sides a late convention will afford op-

portunity, in the meantime, for some of
the numerous candidates for governor
to dispose of one another without wait-

ing for the convention, and thereby
preventing any further jeopardizing
the success of the party by their pull-ing- s

and pushings.

WANTS POWER, NOT SILVER.

The free silver Republicans will
hardly accept a mere promise on the
part of the Chicago convention. The
vaccinating course of the Democracy
is such that no well informed man can
believe but that any free silver declar-

ation that may be made by the na-

tional Democratic convention will be
for the sole purpose of catching votes
in tho west, and without sincerity. This
is a new doctrine of party faith with
tho Democracy. Jn '7G and 'SO the
Democracy was silent on thegreat- -

question of free coinage. In '84 and
'SStliG Democracy was for sound
money. In no national platform has
the Democracy declared for the free,
unlimited, independent coinage of sil-

ver at the ratio of 1G to 1. Under the
Cleveland administration (1SS3-9- ) there
was coined the minimum amount of
silver required by the Bland-Alliso- n

law of '7S $2,000,000 per mouth-wh- ile

the law provided that twice that
amount might be coined. In vain will
tho free silverites look for consolation
and hope in tho past record of the Dem-

ocratic party. It cannot be urged that
the Democracy has not had the oppor-

tunity to aid the cause of free coinage.

It has in the last twelve years been
many times in control of all branches
of the government. Had the Dem-

ocracy been for free silver as a matter
of party policy it could have enacted
such legislation. The truth is the
Democracy has not been for free silver,
and should the Chicago convention in-

dorse this policy it will be a new one.
If conclusions were drawn from the

past declarations and practice of the
party they would be to the effect that
tliis party is opposed to tho policy of
unlmlted free coinage. How is it that
now we are confronted with this
change of party policy ? Has the Dem-

ocracy really changed upon this sub-

ject? Isn't it rather the vain hope of
getting into power that brings this
promise of a change of policy? Has

Tho history of the little republic
is curious. The commune of Morsuet
as it existed under the empire was, on

tho retreat- - of Napoleon, administered
bv Prussia until 1817, when it was di- -

vided into three parts. One was given
to Prussia and another to uouana,
while the middle strip formed neutral
territory, which has remained undis-

turbed because both the contiguous na-

tions claim rights In the minute state.
Morsuet contains the calamite estab-

lishment of Viello Montague, which
produces annually 25,000,000 kilograms
of the ore and furnishes Europe with
about one-ha- lf the zinc it uses. Prus-

sia and Belguim have each a commis-

sioner, but they have never interfered
with the affairs of the little state. Mor-

suet s an ideal republic The taxes
are six francs a head. The burgo-
master, or president, has held his seat
for twelve years. The roads are good,
and the standing army consists of one
soldier, who mans both army and
police.

To use the verb to be correctly is a
test in English.

A common mistake is made in the use
of hanged and hung: only criminals are
hanged, while pictures are hung.

All grammatical blunders are more
or less unrefined, but the most glaring
and inexcusable of them are, "I seen"
and "I done." and their modifications
in the second and third persons. An-

other error is in the confusion of lie
with lay and rft with set Setting and
layng are the special functions that
the hen is supposed to perform and her
rights and privileges are denied to mor-

tals. "We may with propriety request
a child to "lie down or sit still," but
we must never command such impos-

sibilities as "to set down or to lay still."
On one of the old issues of postal

cards was printed: "Nothing but the
address can be put on this side." It
was an obvious absurdity. Can signi-
